Canada Jewry Plan 


Crisis Meet For Israel 

MONTREAL—Canadian Jewry 
plans to consider a_ national 
emergency conference for Israel 
patterned after the National Plan- 
ning Conference held last month 
in Washington, D.C. 

The Canadian Jewish Congress, 
the Zionist Organization of Can- 
ada, the Labor Zionists and Miz- 
rachi (religious-Zionist) of Can- 
ada met Sunday in Toronto. 

The delegates decided to ap- 
point a joint committee to study 
a proposal for a conference simi- 
lar to that which endorsed a pro- 
gram to seek to raise one billion 
dollars from American Jewry in 
the next three years for Israel. 

Samuel Bronfman, president of 
the Canadaian Jewish Congress, 
and honorary president of the 
Zionist Organization of Canada 
asked for and accepted appoint- 
ment as head of the joint com- 
mittee. 


Bus Line Planned 
To Move Iraq Jews 


BAGDAD—A bus service may 
be set up from Iraq to Israel for 
Jewish nationals who have regis- 
tered for’ departure to Israel, it 
was reported this week. 

The plans were spurred by the 
fact that a large number of Iraqui 
Jews who were forced to give up 
their nationality were forced to 
remain in Iraq because funds for 
the airlift are insufficient to move 
all. 

Some 70,000 Jews have _ indi- 
cated their intention to leave the 
country but are still in Iraq.

THE HAIFA TECHNION is 


my favorite institution. In a way 


it is a part of my youth. I was a youngster in Russia, when they 
first began talking about it. I dreamt that some day I would go 
there and study engineering in Hebrew. I did not become an en- 
gineer, in Israel or any other country, in Hebrew or in any other 
language, but the Technion is there, and when I came to Haifa 
for the first time in my life, in 1948, I ran there to see the dream 


in stone and flesh. 


In 1913, which is the year I migrated to Canaga, the Haifa 
Technion became the object of a fierce controversy in the Jewish 
world. Its high school department was about ready to be opened. 
The leaders of the German-Jewish Hilfsverein der Deutschen Juden 
(the opposite number of the American Jewish Committee) had 
gained the confidence and respect of the Zionist leaders (just as 
the AJCommittee now seems to have done with Premier David 
Ben-Gurion) and was entrusted with the final completion and open- 
ing of the institution. When the time for opening arrived, the 
President, Jean Simon, decided that the language of instruction 
should be German and that Hebrew should be kept only for Jewish 


subjects. 


(No reflection on Jacob Blaustein intended). 


Simon 


argued that you could not use Hebrew for teaching science, 


In April, 1948, when I first 
visited the Technion, I found 
professors who could hardly 
form a correct sentence in He- 
brew, but who had no difficulty 
in experssing any scientific for- 
mula in Hebrew. What a paradox! 

. 

ONE OF THOSE was the late 
Professor Samuel, whom I had 
first met in New York where he 
did a splendid job of enlisting 
the interest of Jewish scientists 
in America in behalf of the Tech- 
nion. With the help of the inde- 
fatigable Judah Wattenberg, the 
American Technion Society was 
formed, several of whose funct- 
ions I attended and several of 
whose publications I read. From 
time to time I had occasion in 
this space to hold up the Tech- 
nion as an example of doing work 
for Israel by American Jews. 


From 1931; the Technion has 
been under the management of 
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Dr. Shlomo Kaplansky, a Russian 
Jew who studied mathematics 
and engineering in Vienna, and 
occupied various responsible 
positions in the Zionist move- 
ment. At one time he was Jewish 
National Fund director for the 
United States. In 1915, he intro- 
duced the JNF tag day in Amer- 
ica. 

Kaplansky was in New York 
several years ago as the guest 
of the American Technion Soc- 
iety and I met him then. In April, 
1948, in Tel Aviv, we stayed at 
the same hotel and often had 
our meals at the same table. 
Each time I came to Haifa, on 
my first trip in 1948 and on my 
second trip in 1949, I went to 
the Technion and tried to see 
Kaplansky.

THIS TIME I was told that 
Dr. Kaplansky had just returned 
from his vacation in the Galilee 
and would not be in the office 
for some time. I telephoned his 
house and he invited us for kid- 
dush the next morning. In the 
meantime I had a long talk with 
Professor Irmay and I found out 
something of interest to Amer- 
ican Jews: “The Haifa Technion, 
under special authority given it 
by the Government of Israel, is 
working on the famous Lowéder- 
milk plan.

I SAID THAT the Lowdermilk 
plan was of special interest to 
us. It was conceived and popular- 
ized in America. Prof. Lowder- 
milk’s book became the Bible of 
Zionist and pro-Zionist circles 
for a time. Under the extremely 
able guidance of Dr. Emanuel 
Neumann, a group of engineers, 
mostly non-Jewish, was engaged 
in working out the details of the 
plan. The plan was presented at 
the hearings of the Anglo-Amer- 
ican Palestine Commission. World 
famous engineers took trips to 
Palestine, later to Israel. Recent- 
ly the public seems~to have for- 
gotten about the Lowdermilk 
Plan. But the plan is anything 
but dead. 

The essence of the Lowder- 
milk Plan is to utilize the waters 
of Palestine and the adjoining 
countries for irrigation and elec- 
tricity. Waters from the Syrian 
mountains and rivulets, waters 
from the Mediterranean, waters 
of the Jordan river. The purpose 
is to increase the area of fertile 
land in Palestine. 

Now, as long as Syria refuses 
to be on speaking terms with Is- 
rael, and Abdullah, who controls 
a good part of the Jordan, is 
afraid to do business with Israel 
on account of the other Arab 
countries (or England or the 
Vatican) the original Lowdermilk 
Plan cannot be carried out. So

THEN HERE is a situation:

That means studying similar 
situations and plans in other 
countries and experimentation 
with various soils in Israel to 
find out more details. 


The details, if I dwell on them 
too long, may become boring. 
But the gist of it is that the 
work is done in cooperation with 
the Government of Israel, with 
the Water section of the Agri- 
cultural Department and under a 
special commission for scientific 
development set up by Ben-Gur- 
ion. 

All this has much to do with 
the Lowdermilk plan which is of 
especial interest to American 
Jews.

Following lenghy discussions, involving all inter- 
ested communal agencies, it was agreed that the 
claims for more pay were justified. 
The Schechita Board, as employers of the slaugh- 
terers, insisted it did not have enough money to 
grant the increases. That problem was met with an 
appeal to the Meat Controller for an increase in the 
price of kosher meat.

The South African Jewish newspaper reported

JOHANNESBURG, So. Africa—A lengthy dispute 
over higher pay for scochtim (ritual slaughterers) 
in Johannesburg ended with a deadlock this week in 
which the shochtim rejected the authority of the 
communal Schechita Board. 

Ritual slaughtering is now being carried on via 
private arrargeiuents between the kosher wholesale 
butchers and the slaughterers, with the Jewish com- 
munity deprived of any control over ritual slaugh- 
ter, according to the South Afrjcan Zionist REC- 
ORD. 

The lengthy negotiations have involved the Board 
of Jewish Deputies, the Johannesburg Beth Din 
(rabbinical court) and the Schechita Board, commu- 
nal supervisory body for shochtim. 

The dispute began last January when the shochtim 
in Johannesburg presented demands to the Schechita 
Board for an incra@@e in pay. The demands raised 
the threat that the Jewish community might be with- 
out kosher meat if the pay increases were not pro- 
vided.

GOP Jewish Campaign Unit 
Rejected By Penna. Party 











PHILADELPHIA—Sharp protests by the Philadelphia Jewish 
Community Repations Council brought a disavowal last week by 
the Republican State Committee of Pennsylvania of a “State Re- 
publican Jewish Campaign Committee.” 


The development of the controversy in Philadelphia was one 
of the few cases in the campaign preceding last Tuesday’s elec- 
tions involving the Jewish group. 


The Republican State Committee informed the JCRC that ia 
“does not have nor will it tolerate religious campaign committees.” 

The JCRAC had denounced the “Jewish campaign committee” 
as a violation of the JCRAC “Statement of Principles to Govern 
Conduct of Political Campaigns.” 


The report on the development by the JCRC was not entirely 
clear. Publication of reports of the “Jewish” campaign committee, 
headed by Clarence M. Freedman of Philadelphia, was termed an 
“unfortunate error” by Kenneth F. Kressler, director of campaign 
headquarters of the Republican State Committee. 


“The whole matter was an unfortunate error and we deeply 
regret its happening,” Kressler said. “The committee in question 
has many men of other faiths serving. The Republican State Com- 
mittee does not have nor will it tolerate religious committees such 
as Catholic or Protestant committees, etc., and never will.” 


It appeared that a committee with that name apparently had 
been set up by local Jewish Republicans with the understanding 
and presumably approval of the Republican State Committee but 
that was not made clear in the JCRC statement. 


Freedman, as the reported chairman, and others listed as mem- 
bers of the Jewish campaign committee also informed the JCRC 
that they approved the “Statement of Principles” and would not 
participate in any political campaign committee set up on racial, 
religious or nationality lines. 


Leon I. Mesirov, JCRC president, said that several attempts 
had been made in the past to appeal to members of the Jewish 
community on the basis of their religion. Hs said that in each case, 
the JCRC had been successful in ending such efforts.

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Was Canton's Action Warranted? 


HE action of the Canton (Ohio) Jewish 

Federation in withholding allocations to 
the civic defense agencies—the American Jew- 
ish Committee, the American Jewish Congress, 
the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith and 
the Jewish Labor Committee—is the first erup- 
tion of this kind in several months or more. 

A year or two ago @ week rarely passed with- 
out the charge, from one source or another, 
that the agencies were wasting funds, were du- 
plicating one another’s work, and were engaged 
in expensive competition. 

The fact that there is less public attention to 
this situation currently is not an indication that 
there has been notable improvement. Yet it 
would not be fair to contend that there has 
not been some coordination and some elimina- 
tion of petty competition. 

The National Community Relations Advisory 
Council was set up by the defunct American 
Jewish Conference to achieve cooperation in the 
civic defense field. The NCRAC has a great 
deal to its credit, although not too much in the 
area of problems for which it was created. The 
POST has often been critical of the NCRAC 
because of that fact and it may be that for this 
reason, The POST has failed to recognize the 
achievements of the NCRAC in another, and 
almost equally important, direction. 

The NCRAC is made up of professional work- 
ers in the field, plus the representatives of 
some 15-odd Jewish communities. Through the 
meetings of the NCRAC, common questions in 
the Jewish community are discussed and one 
agency has a chance not only to hear what an- 
other agency thinks on a given issue, but also 


the views of the agencies may be challenged 
by the representatives of the communities. 
This is a healthy process, The NCRAC leader- 
ship deserves credit for being able to direct the 
organization so that—balked in its primary ob- 
jective—it has been able to effect this important 
exchange and clash of opinions. 

In other words, much has been achieved in 
one area, but very little in another. 

Before the NCRAC was set up, the four civi 
defense agencies rarely conferred with one an- 
other. Even now they do so too infrequently 
and one agency learns what another agency is 
planning, when the latter organization launches 
a new project, rather than before. 


The scientific survey projected by the Big 


Cities Conference of the Council of Jewish Fed- 
erations and Welfare Funds together with the 
NCRAC may bring about some coordination 
but the survey is just getting underway and 
any opinion more positive than that it “may 
have” some effect would be unwarranted at 
this time. 

The defense agencies .operate with budgets 
totalling millions of dollars annually. There is 
very little reason why the four agencies 
shouldn’t work with each other all the time. 
They are not the masters of the American 
Jewish community; they are its servants, 

The Canton Federation is well within its 
rights in the action it has taken. As this edi- 
torial indicates, there is much room for im- 
provement. Considerable progress has been 
made but the charge by the Canton Federation 
of continued duplication and competition still 
is warranted. 


Needed: A National Jewish Forum 


ERE is no greater need in the American 
Jewish Community than a forum where 
thinkers in the Jewish field can exchange views 
on the pressing problems facing the group. 
Up until this time, such a forum has been 
possible in the last decade only through the 
defunct American Jewish Conference. 


Last year, the American Jewish Congress 
must have attempted exactly such a forum as 
The POST has in mind when that agency called 
together some 50 Jewish leaders for a com- 
pletely non-publicized conference at a resort 
center near New York. 

In the general community where such forums 
are numerous, the need for them is not nearly 


radio for expressing and reflecting Jewish pub- 
lic opinion. The national conventions of Jewish 
organizations express only the views of those 
organizations, although the general assembly of 
the Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds provides the closest approach to the kind 
of a forum The POST has in mind. 

Here then is an opportunity for a Jewish 
leader who has the welfare of his people at 
heart. 

Let him establish a fund which will set up 
and eontinue such a forum, This forum should 
be headed by a representative group of trustees 
made up of Jewish thinkers.

In the Jewish group, no such facilities are 
available. There is no independent national 
Jewish press and of course no place on the 


public opinion, but also through the mails and 
other media the views expressed by the forum 
speakers would be broagicast generally to the 
Jewish community at large. 

Millions of dollars are spent annually in the 
American Jewish community. Are there not a 
few hundred thousand dollars which might be 
devoted to insuring that the millions are spent 
wisely and creatively? 


We Aren't Losing Our Sense Of Balance 


N THE American Jewish group today there 
I are those who are concerned with the inten- 
sity and the urgency of the activity of the Jew- 
ish community. 

They are disturbed by the cry for more Jew- 
ish day schools, they see a lack of balance in 
the overwhelming importance given to strictly 
Jewish activity and they feel that Jews are 
returning to a ghetto in the United States even 
if it is a self-imposed ghetto. 

What these people fail to realize is that all 
this is simply.group self-defense, and in time 
that the urgency will even itself into a steady 
and more nearly natural interest and pace of 
activity for Jewish causes. 

The group as a whOle, without articulating 
the idea, has come to realize that it was close 
to self-destruction, to total disappearance in the 
United States. The present. heightened activity 
_«is a response to make up for that near catas- 
trophe. The excitement and pressure of today 

maw be one-sided but so- the indifference

and disdain for things Jewish before 1933. 

The period we are going through at present 
is a healthy sign of Jewish inner strength. As- 
similation crept up on us so slowly that almost 
none recognized it even while it was eating 
away at the very foundations of the Jewish 
community, The process had already engulfed 
large portions of the Jewish community and it 
had also swallowed a great many of our Jewish 
institutions. 


Today we suffer because of the failure of 
these Jewish institutions but our children will 
benefit from the reinvigorated and reconstruct- 
ed Jewish life in the United States which will 
begin to flourish in their day when much of the 
dead wood of the present has been cleared 
away. 

When that day comes, when the Jewish group 
in the United States is sure of itself, then will 
Jews resume their places in all facets of gen- 







eral life of the community. 
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THE EDITORS CHAIR 


I MISSED MY first major Jew- 


ish conference in years last week 

—the planning conference in 

Washington. I didn’t realize what 

it meant to be on the outside of 

a significant Jewish development 

until I heard two reports on the 

conference. 

With Rabbi Leon Kronish, I at- 
tended the meeting of the Board 
of Governors of the Greater 
Miami Jewish Federation. There 
I heard two inspired reports, one 
by Harry Sirkin, and the other 
by Bess Glasser. These reports 
may have been a little less de 
tailed than the one in The POST 
but they certainly carried the 
spirit of the meeting. Both 
speakers came away enthusiastic 
and confident, confident that the 
U.S. Jewish community could pro- 
vide the necessary funds. 

Stanley Myers told me that 
Abba Eban’s closing summation 
Sunday evoked 15 minutes of. ap- 
ulause from the 1,200 delegates. 
This I find hard to believe, but 
it shows the tremendous effect 
of the conference on the com- 
munity leaders. 

I enjoyed the Board of Gov- 
ernors meeting. Herb Scher was 
in the chair. His family goes back 
to Louisville (his wife is a Ber- 
man) and I’ve known him for 
years and Mrs. Scher for longer. 
Herb conducted a’ democratic 
meeting and Morris Klass, the 
executive of the _ federation, 
guided the meeting skillfully to 
give a clear picture of the pro- 
blems facing Jewry today. 

I could find fault only with the 
amount of territory he covered, 
which did not allow the board a 
chance to discuss any of the 
many issues he touched on and 
since the board meets. only 
about eight times a year, it seems 
to me most of the problems are 
settled in the executive and not 
by the board. 

Morris for instance told of the 
formation of new congregations 
in the past few months. This he 
called a problem, pointing out 
that the facilities of the present 
Synagogies are not now being 
fully employed. But there was no 
discussion on the matter. 

Miami embodies the success 
stories of hundreds of men. And 
one of them you know about 
from my accounts of my pre- 
vious trips here selling advertis- 
ing to the hotels. He’s Shepherd 
Broad. Shep could by now have 
been a leading U.S. Zionist. He is

of the Jewish group. 

Not all the hotel owners arm 
nasty ,taking out on me the bit. 
terness they must store up dur. 
ing the winter from their guests, 
Every once in a while you run 
into Jerry Sussman, who reads 
The POST and who is single 
handedly, it seems to me, build. 
ing a new congregation on the 
beach. 

So I have come to hate this 
annual trip, although it is rp 
lieved by visits with by this time 
some good old friends like Rabbi 
Murray Grauer and Cantor Sam 
Kelemer and some new friends 
like Ben Zion Ginsburg (his son 
sells subs for us and he advert. 
ises regularly) and Rabbi Morris 
Skop and Ed Winger and Al Stone 
and many others. 

You readers could transform 
this annual trip into a vacation 
(I haven’t been on the beach all 
week). For instance, we will 
carry an ad this year from Joe 
Rose at the Royal Palms. Some 
one who stayed there last year 
wrote him a letter about The 
POST, telling him how much he 
and his friends enjoyed the paper 
and how widely it is circulated, 
That one letter did the trick.

Will you allow me, as one who 
directed the Community Self- 
Study of Jewish Education in 
pittsburgh, to comment on the 
editorial, “Is the Situation in 
pittsburgh Local Only,” which 
appeared in The Post of October 
90, 1950? 

The caption of the editorial 
suggested a discussion of the 
wider, national. implications of 
the Pittsburgh shtudy. The body 
of the editorial, however, is al- 
most exclusively devoted to an 
uncalled-for attack on the com- 
munity. I am no apologist for 
Pittsburgh, yet I feel that the 
censure was undeserved. If any- 
thing, the Pittsburgh Jewish com- 
munity deserves credit and ad- 
miration for the resolution and 
courage with which it is pursu- 
ing its self-study and self-criti- 
cism sparing nothing and no- 
one in the process. It should be 
understandable that in the pro- 
cess of self-criticism emphasis is 
placed on the weaknesses and/or 
defects in the educational system, 
on the areas in which a great 
deal of correction and improve- 
ment is needed. Aanything less 
would not be self-study, but self- 
deception. This is particularly 
true when it is realized that a 
major aim of the’ study is to fo- 
cus the attention and interest of 
the community on the need to 
organize the schools on a sound 
basis. 


Departing from the text taken 
in his caption, the editorial writer 
commiserates with “those who 
are fighting a tough battle to 
convince Jewish parents. that 
they owe it to their children to 
send them to Jewish ‘schools.” 
Yet the fact is that the propor- 
tion of Jewish children attending 
Jewish schools in Pittsburgh is in 
the neighborhood of 70 per cent, 
a ratio probably unmatched in 
the entire country. 

Pittsburgh has won its battle 
with the parents.

Miami Jewry has grown so 
rapidly (Morris Klass said there 
were 7,000 Jews in permanent res- 
idence when he came in 1941, and 
more than 40,000 now) that it has 
not had the 100 years to develop 
community life as have most 
American Jewish communities. 
In addition, of course, every year 
for about three months, Miami 
Beach is swollen to more than 
200,000 Jews. Another item is 
that these 200,000 Jews come here 
not to create but to play. So 
you see the problem. It is epitom- 
ized by Rabbi Kronish’s and 
Rabbi Irving Lehrman’s remark- 
able growth. They graduated to- 
gether at the Jewish Institute of 
Religion (now joined with the 
Hebrew Union College as HUC- 
JIR). Rabbi Lehrman came here 
first to a small but established 
Conservative congregation. Rabbi 
Kronish came here later at the 
invitation of a handful of Jews 
who wanted more liberal serv- 
ices. Rabbi Lehrman came to a 
small but comfortable building, 
Rabbi Kronish to none. Today 
Rabbi Lehrman has a_ million- 
dollar edifice and Rabbi Kronish 
has transformed a _ laundry 
building into one of the best 
equipped synagogue-structures in 
the United States. 

That gives it to you. What 10 
more years will bring I can’t 
say, but you need only to ride 
down Collins Avenue and see the 
new hotels going up to work out 
your own answer. 


Jewish communities face; name- 
ly that of raising the standards 
of the schools, finding ample 
means for financing them, and 
developing a_curriculum or curri- 
cula, which should be based on 
the classical and modern Jewish 
sources and which should be ef- 
fective in terms of the whole- 
some growth of the child and 
his integration in the Jewish and 
general community. And last but 
not least, the need of creating a 
cadre of Jewish teachers who 
possess general culture, Jewish 
learning and idealism. And if 
Pittsburgh has not many such 
teachers the fault is not that of 
Pittsburgh. The cry for com- 
petent Jewish teachers is not 
heard in Pittsburgh alone. One 
hears it all over, in smaller and 
larger communities. It is the 
Achilles’ heel of Jewish educa- 
tion. It is sad to admit, but it is 
true, few Jewish men and women 
of integrity, ability, intelligence, 
and who are devoted to the 
higher (but less lucrative) values 
in life, are drawn to the Jewish 
teaching profession. Last year all 
the Jewish teachers seminaries in 
the country graduataedeless than 
120 teachers, less than the num- 
ber required to replace those who 
arop out during the year from 
the profession because of various 
reasons. As you see there is a 
big job to do—and Pittsburgh 
could not do it alone, and even 
larger communities have not suc- 
ceeded in doing it alone. It is a 
job for which the spiritual and 
material resources of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Community will 
have to be mobilized 

It was this reason, paren- 
thetically, that motivated the 
calling of the first National Con- 
ference on Jewish Education for 
Jan. 13.

IN 1921 AFFIRMS SUPPORT OF ZIONISM

In further reference to Jew- 
ish stars and their reluctance to 
be interviewed as such, it may 
be of interest to your readers to 
learn about ‘some correspondence 
I recently had with Eddie Cantor. 


In 1921 I was associated with 
the Providence, R.I. TRIBUNE. 
I also did publicity for the 1921 
Palestine Campaign. Eddie Can- 
tor played Providence during that 
time and I invited him to appear 
at a mass meeting during his 
stay. The letter he wrote then il- 
lustrates his warm heartedness 
toward Judaism. 


Mr. Cantor wrote on Feb. 25, 
1921:

The 
next time I play Providence I 
would love to give a benefit per- 
formance, the proceeds to go to 
furthering our cause in Palestine,

2 he replied as follows: 

“Thank you for your letter and 
enclosure. I got a big bang out 
of reading it.

IS ENGLISH’--WHAT DOES THAT MEAN? motherland and who prefer to

E economic crisis in Israel is so overwhelming in its impact 


that it seems to throw consideration of the meaning of Zion- 
ism and of Jewish- nationalism into an academic shade.

Whatever my personal preference for a wider range, 
for an opportunity to comment on various develop-

The difficulty is that we are dealing with a - 
problem that must, in the first instance, be identi- 
fied and agreed upon. That, unfortunately, has not 
yet happened.

Perhaps, therefore, a useful OA 
point of departure will be to examine the Zionist WALLACH 
shibboleth used by Dr. Chaim Weizman 30 years ago, by Dr. Abba 
Hillel Silver a few years ago and by lesser lights in the intervening 
period, and today.

Perhaps it would help if I examined and reflected 
on its meaning, naturally from my point of view.

IT IS HOWEVER, characteristic of countries such as England 
er France or the United States, that the overwhelming majority of 
its nationals live within the country, Take the example of France. 
It is true that there are Frenchmen who reside temporarily or per- 
manently in other parts of the world but overwhelmingly those 
who regard themselves as Frenchmen, reside in a country called 
France. How, therefore, can there be an analogy with a “Jewish 
state’ when by the most optimistic estimates of the Zionists, it 
can, at best, hold a minority fraction of all of he Jews of the world, 
not only today but in the foreseeable future?

Jews Have Always Excelled in Chess 
But There’s Hate Even in This Game 


HAROLD U. RIBALOW 


OWN through the ages Jews have frowned on physical games like boxing and wrestling and 
have combatted the Hellenistic emphasis on glorious feats of the body. But there was one game 
which Jews have always played, which they admired, about which they wrote poetry and which was 
exempt from edicts barring other games, by such authorities like Mainmonides. That game is chess. 
and it has always had an honored spot in Jewish life. The result has been that from the very out- 


get, OF when the Arabs took the 
e over from the Persians in 
the 7th century (the Persians 
probably learned the game from 
the people of India), Jews have 
een outstanding chess players. 
I hope next week to do a piece 
on the outstanding Jewish play- 
ers, from Steinitz down to Lasker 
and up to the current world 
champion Mikhail Botvinnik. 
This week, however, I would like 
to bring to the attention of the 
reader of this column an excel- 
jent article by Milton Hindus, a 
professor at Brandeis Universi- 
ty, which deals with the subject 
of chess and with anti-Semitism 
init. Those who play chess must 
know that there is an imposing 
chess literature. And Prof. Hin- 
dus’ piece, in the autumn, 1950, 
“New Mexico Quarterly” is as 
good as the best. Prof. Hindus 
writes about the appeal of chess 
and here is a bit of what he 
says (the piece is too long for 
extensive quotation): 


“AS MUCH | may go 
into playing the game of chess 
as into any of the pursuits of 
mankind—politics, war, art, lit- 
erature, drama, music—any of 
them. And the pleasure which the 
evidence of such genius gives to 
me as a beholder is an ecstatic as 
any other. The invitations to 
heroworship are no greater in 
any other fleld than in chess, for 
the astonishment which a heaven 
inspired intellect produces there 
makes us realize at one and the 
same time our own limitations 
and the range of possible endow- 
ments for the human mind. It 
makes us humble in ourselves 
and proud of the human race we 
belong to—and these are the 
feelings leading to identification 
with one of our own kind who is 
superior to ourselves. This we 
call hero-worship.” 


Stefan Zweig has phrased it 
far better in his classic story 
“The Royal Game:” 

“I was well aware from my 
own experience of the mysterious 
attraction of the royal game, this 
one among all games contrived 
by man which rises superior to 
the tyranny of chance and which 
bestows its palms only on men- 
tal attainment . . . But is it not 
an offensively narrow construc- 
tion to call chess a game? Is it 
not a science too, a technique, an 
art, that sways among these cat- 
egories as Mahomet’s coffin does 
between heaven and earth, at 
once a union of all contradictory 
concepts; primeval yet ever new; 
mechanical in operation yet ef- 
fective only through the imagina- 
tion; bounded in geometric space 
though boundless in its combina- 
tions; ever-developing yet sterile; 
thought that leads to nothing; 
mathematics that produces no re- 
sults; art without works; archi- 
tecture without substance, and 
nevertheless, as proved by evi- 
dence, more lasting in its being 
and presence than all books and 
achievements; the only game 
that belongs to all people and all 
ages and of which none knows the 
divinity that bestowed it on the 
en the senses, to exhilerate the 
spirit.” 


IN nnarondl, in part, to, 
some of Zweig’s comments, Prof. 
Hindus replies (and I have no 
idea whether he intended these 
remarks as a reply): 

‘In a world where nothing is 
of ultimate importance, there is 
no room for disparaging distinc- 
tions . . . Chess is as good and 
better than other things in life, 
‘serious’ and less serious, but 
what if there is really nothing 
good in life? .. . I feel that noth- 
ing is worthwhile until someone

can figure out the problem of ex- 
istence itself . .. Till that time, 
leave me with my. chessboard.” 

But I don’t want to go com- 
pletely off the subject of chess. 
Hindus, in his article, points out 
that anti-Semitism is excluded 
from the chessboard, “but the 
world outside the board presses 
in upon it and sometimes suc- 
ceeds in thrusting its ugly visage 
into the men who play the 
game.” In talking about the bril- 
liant champion, Alexandre Alek- 
hine, Hindus writes: 


“Who could have suspected him 
of the possibility of being infect- 
ed with the sub-intellectual mad- 
ness of Hitlerism?” But, ‘“Alek- 
hine was both chess player and 
man.” He wrote an anti-Semitic 
article in a chess magazine in 
Holland, in which he tried to 
prove that there was “a Jewish 
way of playing ghess,” which of 
course is cowardly, and an “Ar- 
yan way of playing chess, which 
was brave and aggressive.” Prof. 
Hindus sadly admits that Alek- 
hine taunted his Jewish oppon- 
ents and that some of his Jewish 
foes replied in kind. 


IN CONCLUDING his article, 
Prof. Hindus reveals a sad little 
story: that the Jewish champion 
Dr. Emanue] Lasker died in pov- 
erty in the United States. “= 
heard him lecture, “he recalls, 
“in a small dirty hall on Second 
Avenue in New York to earn a 
little money for himself and his 
wife. The spectacle cost 15 
cents. When he died, the N. Y. 
Times carried a two column obit- 
uary about him, which was the 
longest that I remember for a 
chess player.” 

Those who enjoy chess and like 
to read about it, should pick up 
the Hindus article. It is a mem- 
orable piece.

Local Voting In Israel 
Held Very Significant 

The decision of the Israeli 
Knesset—before the current Ca- 
inet crisis Was ended—to put 
off national elections to Febru- 
ary had been hitched to the fact 
that many Israeli will be voting 
soon. 

In 40 communities, local elect- 
ions will take place this month. 
This balloting will give the par- 
ties an idea in which direction 
the wind is blowing and may 
strongly determine the make-up 
of the next Cabinet. 

A significant feature of the 
local elections, in which al] Is- 
rael who have been in the Jand 
for six months will be eligible to 
vote, is. the tip-off that the so- 
called Religious Bloc is itself not 
very firm. ‘The bloc consists of 
four groups: Mizrachi, Agudas 
Israel, Mizrachi Hapoel and Agu- 
dah Hapoel. 

The latter two comprise the 
labor elements among the Ortho- 
dox adherents; they are much 
more amenable to a coalition 
with David Ben-Gurion and the 
Mapai. 

In the muncipal voting each of 
these four groups is putting up 
its own siate. Should the Ortho- 
dox laborites win a larger vote 
than their parent bodies, it would 
mean that Ben-Gurion could 
count on more cooperation from 
a religious bloc more liberal 
than the one with which he is 
not at odds. From all indications, 
then, the 40 November elections 
are of crucial importance in Is- 
rael’s political future. (Gershon 
Swett, the FORWARD).

MUNICH—(WNS)—A protest 
against discrimination and raids 
by German police and customs 
officials in the Jewish quarter 
here has been lodged by over 500 
Jewish businessmen. 

Maurice Weinberger, president 
of the Jewish Businessmen’s As- 
sociation, compared the methods 
of the Germait police to those 
employed by Gestapo troopers 
during the Nazi reign, He 
charged police with confiscating 
goods on which customs duty had 
been paid. 

At the same time it was dis- 
closed that 75 businesses had been 
closed and 16 car loads of goods 
seized by German authorities. A 
telegram of protest was sent to 
American High Commissioner, 
John J. McCloy.
